| Hefore! Marquis Cotnwallis arrived-in Ireland,

The following i is the return of killed, wounded, 
and miſſing, and of guns loſt upon this unfortu- 
nate occaſion. Of the ſoldiers of the Longford 

and Kilkenny Militia returned miſſing, the great- 
er part had deſerted to the enemy. The loſs of 
the French in killed and wounded (and reſulting 
almoſt entirely from the effect of the artillery) 

was afterwards found to have been far more con- 
fiderable than that of the King's Troops.

* Immediately after receiving the report of this 
affair, Lord Cornwallis proceeded to Athlone, 
where, upon his arrival, he received information 
from different quarters, but particularly from Mr. 
O'Donnell, Captain of the Newport Pratt Yeo-

no grounds for doubting its authenticity, although 
it afterwards proved to be perfectly unſounded. 


The French were further ſaid to have been 

joined by very conſiderable numbers of the inhabi- 
tants, and to have diſtributed arms to them; 
and Sir Thomas Chapman, who had retired to 
French Park, alſo reported that the country to the 
Northward, towards Sligo, was in open rebellion. 
Every poſhble precaution became indiſpenſable. 
His Excellency therefore determined, at all events, 
to halt at Athlone, until joined by the Sutherland 
and Reay Fencibles, who were directed to haſten 
their march from Longford, and to wait the arrival 
of the Queen's and 29th Regiment, then on their 
march from Kilkenny, and who were expected to 
join in the courſe of five days. The brigade of 
Guards from Waterford, Roſs, and Clonmel had 
alſo been directed to move towards the Shannon, 
and the Yeomanry, throughout the kingdom, were 
ordered upon permanent duty. The city of Lime- 
rick Regiment was ordered from Carrick on Shan- 
non to Enniikillen. 


Every precaution was taken to ſecure the town 
of Athlone againſt attack, and piquets and patroles 
were far advanced on the roads to Ballinaſloe and 
Tuan.

The firſt diviſion of the Sutherland and Reay 
Fencibles arrived at Athlone late on. the 28th, 
the remainder on the 29th. Letters were on that 
dayreceived from Lieutenant General Lake, ſtating 
that he had been under the neceſſity of continuing 
his retreat to Tuam; during which he had been 
joined near Hollymount, by the Louth Militia. 
A flag of truce had arrived on the 29th at Tuam, 
with 12 of the officers taken priſoners at Caſtlebar, 


from whom he learnt that numbers of the inhabi- 


tants had joined the French, as well as many de- 
ſerters from the Longford and Kilkenny regiments. 
The French remained at Caſtlebar, having a few 
piquets in front of the town; Ballinrobe, Holly- 
mount, Swineford, &c. were occupied by the 
rebels. Lieutenant General Lake added, that 


from the reduction which had taken place in his 


corps, and the want of artillery and ammunition, ' 
he ſhould be obliged to draw nearer to Athlone. 


Upon the receipt of the above report, 1 
Cornwallis determined to move forward on the 
3oth with the corps under his command. Orders 
were ſent to Lieutenant General Lake to halt the 
Sixth Regiment, the Louth Militia, and the de- 
tachment of the Fraſer Fencibles, and Lord Ro- 
den's Fencible Dragoons at Ballinamore, and to 
direct the remainder of his corps (the conduct of 
which FRG the retreat had _ very diſorderly)

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to proceed on their march to Athlone. Brigadier 
General Taylor, who with the troops he had 


collected, was retreating upon Carrick on Shan- 
non, was ordered to halt at Boyle. 


In the mean time reports were received from 
Captain Thatcher, who with a detachment of the 
Northumberland Fencibles, was ſtationed at Kil- 
beggan, that an attack was intended on his poſt, 
by about 1000 Rebels collected in the neighbour-

Major General Nugent reported on the 29th, 
that he had ordered the 3d Battalion of Light 
Infantry, from Enniſkillen to Sligo.

Lord Cornwallis's corps arrived and encamped 
on the zoth, near Ballinamore, where his Excel- 
lency halted the 31ſt, to give the Queen's and 2th 
regiments time to join him. Theſe regiments had 
made a moſt expeditious march from Wexford, 
and arrived at Ballinaſloe on the 31ſt. Lieutenant 
Colonel Craufurd (Deputy Quartermaſter General) 
was ſent forward towards Caſtlebar, with a ſtrong 
patrole of Lord Roden's Fencibles, and Hom- 
peſch's Dragoons, to aſcertain the poſition and 
proceedings of the enemy. Brigadier General 


Taylor was directed to wait further orders at Boyle, 


to ſend conſtant and ſtrong patroles in every direc- 
tion, and very far in his front, The brigade of 
Guards was ordered to halt at Birr, where they

Brigadier General Barnett 8 from Ath-

His Excellency here received a further report from 
Colonel Craufurd, who had advanced about five 
miles from Hollymount, in the direction of Caſtle- 
bar, without meeting. with an enemy. He was 
informed by perſons who had eſcaped from Caſtle- 
bar, that the French had been joined by many of 
the inhabitants of the diſtrict, to the North of the 
line, from Ballinrobe toClare, but particularly from 
the Weſtern and moſt mountainous parts of the 
county of Mayo; in which neighbourhood it was 
faid that ſeveral gentlemen headed the inſurgents. 


Colonel Craufurd alſo ſent a patrole into Ballin» - 
robe, where they found about 80 men in arms, 
whom they diſperſed, killing 12, the remainder 
having with Mr. Blake left the place for Caſtlebar 
in the morning.

Its effect would not have been 
confined to the increaſe of men and means, which 
would have reſulted to the ſmall corps of French 
troops, whoſe exiſtence reſted ſolely on the degree 
of ſupport they received; it would have extended

who; there was good reaſon to believe, had only 


continued quiet as yet, becauſe they were unwilling 


to truſt to the firſt ſacceſs of ſo ſmall a foreign 
ſupport, in an undertaking which, if it ultimately 
failed, muſt affect their lives and properties, and 
becauſe they were looking forward to the arrival of 
an additional French force which was known to be 
prepared in Breſt, and which was prevented by our 
fleet cruizing off that port, from ſailing at the ſame 
time that Genetal Humbert left Rochfort. 


In many parts of the country, however, and par- 
ticularly in thoſe which had been the ſeat of former 
diſturbance, the diſaffected were not influenced by

Roſcommon was overawed by the vicinity of the 


troops alone, and even the capital was threatened 
with ſerious diſturbances and riſings, which could 


not either be ſaid to have ſubſided in the counties of 
Wicklow, Wexford, and Carlow, although they 


had been reduced to a ſtate of comparative quiet 
previous to the withdrawing of Major General 
Moore's tr00Ps.

Lord Cornwallis had received poſitive informa- 
tion that the Breſt expedition was deſtined for the 
North of Ireland, and that it was only waiting a 
favourable opportunity to elude the vigilance of our 
fleets ; General Humbert's remaining at Caſtlebar 
might with reaſon be attributed to the expecta- 
tion of receiving reinforcements himſelf, and of a 
co-operation from the corps which was to ſail from 
Breſt ; and as long as he continued ſtationary, 
there were not any grounds attaching to his corps 
ſolely, which could juſtify any meaſure on the part 
of Lord Cornwallis, not adopted with a moral 
certainty of ſucceſs, or which was attended with 
the moſt diſtant probability of a trifling check, or 
partial riſk. Theſe obſervations, if admitted as 
Juſt, will ſufficiently account for his Excellency's 
defire to be joined by ſo reſpectable a reinforce- 
ment as that of two old and well diſciplined 
regiments of the line, before he proceeded to ſtrike 
a blow, which in its effects involved conſiderations 
far more important than the mere operations which, 
under other circumſtances, would have been 
directed againſt the enemy with whom he had to

His Excellency determined to reinforce Brigadier 
General Taylor's corps, ſo as to enable it to act 
with deciſion and vigour upon the enemy's left, 


and more effectually to ſecure the country to the 
Eaſtward 
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Eaſt ward and Northward, ſhould the enemy, inſtead 
of waiting his Excellency's attack at Caſtlebar,

The annexed return of the force under Brigadier 
General Taylor, conſiſting in great meaſure of 
very ſmall corps, and of detachments, will point 
out to every military man, the neceſſity of rein- 
forcing it, before it could be brought forward and 
placed in a ſituation where it might perhaps be 
under the neceſſity of acting independently. 


Lieutenant General Lake therefore marched 
early on the 3d, with the Reay Fencibles and the 
Armagh Militia, by Dunmore, to Ballinlough, 
whence he was to proceed to French Park.

When I wrote to your Grace on the $th, I had 
every reaſon to believe, from the enemy's move- 
ment to Drumahare, that i it was their intention to 
march to the North, and ĩt was natural to ſuppoſe, = 
that they might hope that a French force would 
get into ſome of the bays in that part of the 
country, without a ſuccour of which kind every 
point of direftion for their march ſeemed equally 
deſperate. I received, however, very early in the 
morning of the 7th, accounts from General Lake, 
that they had turned to their right at Drumkerin, 
and that he had reaſon to believe that it was their 
intention to go to Boyle or Carrick on Shannon ; 
in conſequence of which, I haſtened the march of 
the troops under my immediate command, in order 
to arrive before the enemy at Carrick, and directed 
Major General Moore, who was at Tubbercorry, 


to 
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to be prepared in the event of the enemy's move- 


ment to Boyle. On my arrival at Carrick I found 
that the enemy had paſſed the Shannon at Ballintra, 
where they had attempted to deſtroy the bridge, 
but General Lake followed them ſo cloſely, . that 
they were not able to effect it. Under theſe cir- 
cumſtances, I felt pretty confident, that one more 
march would bring this diſagreeable warfare to a 
concluſion; and having obtained ſatisfactory in- 
formation that the enemy had halted for the night 
at Cloone, I marched, with the troops at Carrick, 
at ten o'clock, on the night of the 7th, to Mohill, 
and directed Gen. Lake to proceed at the ſame time 
to Cloone, which is about three miles from Mohill, 

by which movement I ſhould be able to join with 


General Lake in the attack of the enemy, if they 


ſhould remain at Cloone, or to intercept their re- 
treat, if they ſhould, as it was moſt probable, retire 
on the approach of our army, On my arrival at 
Mohill, ſoon after day-break, I found that the 
enemy had begun to move towards Granard ; I 
therefore proceeded, with all poſſible expedition, 

to this place, through which I was aſſured, on ac+ 
count of a broken bridge, that the enemy muſt paſz 
in their way to Granard, and direfted General 


Lake to attack the enemy's rear, and impede their 


march as much as poſſible, without bringing the 
whole of his corps into action. Lieutenant Gene- 
ral Lake performed this ſervice with his uſual at. 
tention and ability, and the encloſed letter, which

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I have juſt received from him, will explain the cir- 
cumſtances' which produced an immediate fur- 


render of the enemy's army. The copy of my 
orders which I encloſe will ſhow how much reaſon 
I have to be ſatisfied with the exertions of the 


troops, and I requeſt that your Grace will be 


pleaſed to inform his Majeſty, that I have received 


the greateſt aſſiſtance from the General and Staff 
who have ſerved with the army.

Lieutenant General Lake, in the report alluded 
to in his Excellency's letter, ſtates, that after faur 
days and nights moſt ſevere marching, his column 
arrived at Cloone about ſeven o'clock on the morn- 
ing of the 8th, when, after having received direc- 
tions from Lord Cornwallis to follow the enemy 
on the fame line, while his Excellency moved by 
the lower road to intercept him, he advanced, hav- 
ing previouſly detached the Monaghan Light Com- 
pany, mounted behind dragoons, to haraſs the

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enemy's rear. Lieutenant Colonel Ctaufurd, on 9 
coming up with the French guard, ſummoned BB 
them to ſurrender, but as they did not attend to 

his ſummons, he attacked them, upon which up-

arms. Under the idea that the remainder of the 
corps would do the ſame, Captain Pachenbam, 
Lieutenant General of the Ordnatice, and&Afajor 
General Cradock, Quartermaſter General, rode up 
to them. The enemy, however, inſtantly com- 
menced a fire of cannon and muſquetry, from 
which General Cradock received a wound in the 
arm. Lieutenant General Lake. then. ordered the 
3d battalion of light infantry, -under the command- 
of Lieutenant Colonel Innis, of the 64th regiment, 


ſupported by part of the Armagh Regiment of 
Militia, to commence the attack upon the enemy's

baggage, forcing a ſupply wherever he paſſed; and 
that ſo much was expedition his principal object.

ſight of Broadhaven, the army received the ap- 
pellation of Army of Ireland. The wind being 
unfavourable, we could not make the land on that 


day. | 


On the 5th, the diviſion of frigates, after beat- 
ing againſt wind and tide during 12 hours, an- 
chored in the Bay of Killala about three o'clock 
P. M. In conſequence of our r having hoiſted the 

Engliſh 


1 
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Engliſh flag, many perſons of note, and ſome 
Engliſh officers, came on board ;—it is impoſſible 


io defcribe their aſtoniſhment at the ſight of us. 


At four, orders were given to diſembark. The 
Adjutant General Sarrazin landed firſt, at the head 
of the grenadiers. I ordered him to march to 
Killala, which he carried with the bayonet. I ap- 
pointed him General of Brigade on the field of 
battle. The enemy was compleatly defeated. Of. 
£05 men who defended the poſt, about 20 only 
eſcaped over the walls the reſt were taken or 
killed. Almoſt all the priſoners begged to be 
permitxed to ſerve with us, and Preadihy conſented 
to their requeſt. The diſembarkation was com- 


pleated towards 10 o'clock at night. 


On the 6th, General Sarrazin reconioitred Bal. 
lina; a flight ſxirmiſfi only took plate, che ent ms 
cavalry having retired 1 in full way of ye oy of 
two Wann.

On the 7th, I marched” with the army againſt 
Ballina General Sarrazin; at the head of the 
grenadiers and of one battalion of the line, dif: 
perſed every thing that oppoled his paſſage. The 
Adjutant General Fontaine was directed to turn 
the enemy's flank, This attack ſucceeded, and he 


took ſeveral. priſoners, 1 purfued the cavalry 
| during 
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during a conſiderable time, with the brave 3 


regiment of Chaſſeurs i Cheval. 


On the 8th the French army was joined by a 


corps of United Irifhmen, who were armed and 
clothed on the ſpot. Towards three o'clock, P. M. 
I moved forward to Rappa, and remained in that 
direction until two o'clock, A. M. 


On the gth, the army advanced to Ballina, where 


it took poſt, but marched from it at three o clock 


P. M.—After a march of 1 5 hours, I arrived on 


the 1oth, at ſix o'clock in the morning, on the 


heights in the rear of Caſtlebar. Having exa- 


mined the enemy's pofition, which was very 
ſtrong, I ordered General Sarrazin to commence 
the attack. ,The enemy's out- poſts were rapidly 


driven in, and were purſued as far as the foot of 


the enemy's, poſition. The grenadiers charged. 
their line of battle, and were fupported by the in- 
fantry of the line. The columns deployed under 
the fire of 12 pieces of cannon. General Sarrazin 
ordered the enemy's left to be attacked by a bat- 


talion of the line, which was obliged to give way, 


having received the fire of upwards of 2000 men. 
General Sarrazin flew to its ſupport at the head of 


the grenadiers, and repulfed the enemy. The 


Engliſh, during half an hour, kept up a tremendous 
fire ot muſquetry, to which General Sarrazin for- 
bid 
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bid repoſting. Our determined. countenance diſ- 

concerted the Engliſh General, and as ſoon as the 

whole of the army had come up, I ordered a gene- 

ral attack to be made. General Sarrazin drove in 

the enemy's right, and took three pieces of cannon. 
The Chief of Battalion, Ardouin, uw his left 

to retire to Caſtlebar. | 2 


5 The enemy having concentrated his force in 
Caſtlebar, and protected by his artillery kept up a 
terrible fire—but by a ſucceſsful charge of the 3d 
regiment of Chaſſeurs a Cheval, made through the 
main ſtreet of Caſtlebar, he was forced to retire 
acroſs the bridge. After ſeveral very deſtructive 
charges, both of cavalry and infantry, directed by 
General Sarrazin and Adjutant General Fontaine, 
the enemy was driven from all his poſitions, and 
purſued for the ſpace of two leagues. | 


The enemy's loſs amounts to 1800 men (of 
which 600 killed or wounded, and 1 200 priſoners,) 
Io pieces of cannon, 5 ſtand of colours, 1200 fire- 

locks, and almoſt all his baggage. ' The ſtandard 
of his cavalry. was taken in a charge by General 
Sarrazin. whom I named General of Diviſion on 
mme field of battle. I alſo, during the action, ap- 
pointed the Adjutant General Fontaine, General of 
Brigade, and the Chiefs of Battalion Azemare,

ther named Captain Durival a Commander of Squa« 
dron, and Captains Touſſaint, Zilberman, Ranou, 
Huette, Babiu, and Rutz, Chiefs of Battalion. 
I beg, Citizens Directors, that you will be pleaſed 
to confirm theſe promotions, and that you will ſend 
the commiſſions as ſoon as poſlible, as it will be 
productive of very good effects. 


Officers and ſoldiers have ſhewn prodigies of 
valour. We have to regret the loſs of ſome excel - 
lent officers and very brave ſoldiers. I ſhall very 
ſhortly forward to you further details; at preſent I 
will only add, that the enemy's army, conſiſting of 
between 5 and 6000 men, of which 600 are any, 
has been completely diſperſed.
